To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Eiham  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  19 65. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was 
10,860,  an  increase  of  550  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  was  19*9  per 
1,000  of  the  population  and  shows  an  increase  of  2.2  compared  with  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0. 

The  Death  Rate  after  adjustment  was  7.5  per  1,000  of  the  population 
compared  with  8.2  in  1964  and  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

Some  83?S  of  the  deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  65,  while  less  than 
1$  occurred  before  the  age  of  5 years. 

Deaths  from  cancer  including  lung  cancer  were  increased  giving  a 
rate  per  1,000  of  tne  population  slightly  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  the 
country  as  a whole. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  exceptionally  low  at  6 per  1,000 
lives  births  compared  with  19.5  for  the  previous  year  and  19.0  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole,  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease  Measles,  as  was  expected,  became 
prevalent  during  the  year,  most  of  the  cases  again  occurring  among  children 
attending  school.  No  doubt  the  use  of  measles  vaccine  where  indicated  and 
not  available  will  reduce  the  number  of  cases  occurring  in  future  measles 
years. 


Three  primary  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  received 
during  the  year  though  the  diagnosis  in  one  case  was  not  confirmed  and  was 
subsequently  corrected. 

Close  supervision  of  sanitary  conditions  in  the  District  continued 
throughout  the  year,  details  of  the  work  being  included  in  the  Report  of 
the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  I would  however  refer 
especially  to  an  item  in  the  Report  concerning  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
and  his  recommendation  regarding  a weekly  collection.  Tho  sooner  this  can  be 
undertaken  the  better  for  the  prevention  of  nuisance  and  to  remove  what  can 
be  justifiable  cause  for  complaint  in  the  circumstances  to  which  he  refers. 

I have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support  in  the 
Department’s  work  and  I am  indebted  to  members  of  the  Staff  generally  for 
their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

St.  Mary*  s Hospital,  Etchinghill,  situated  within  the  Rural  District, 
provides  accommodation  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  and  is 
administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board.

Stage  I Progress  on  the  construction  of  the  sewage  treatment  works 
at  Sellindge  to  serve  the  Parishes  of  Sellindge,  Stanford  and  Lympne  within 
the  District  and  Brabourne  and  Smeeth  within  East  Ashford  R.D „ has 
proceeded  satisfactorily.  Difficulty  was  experienced  by  Seeboard  in 
obtaining  wayleaves  for  the  overhead  electricity  supply  lines  to  the  works. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  works  will  be  completed  according  to 
schedule. 


Stage  II  The  Tender  of  Messrs.  C.  Jenner  & Son  Ltd.  in  the  sum  of 
£357,88 3 was  accepted  by  the  Council.  Construction  of  the  sewers , 
rising  mains  and  pumping  stations  to  serve  the  Parishes  of  Sellindge, 
Stanford  and  Lympne  was  started  in  June  and  good  progress  was  made 
during  the  year. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying 

Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  two  750  gallon 
emp tiers  and  by  hiring  tyro  vehicles  from  Messrs.  Purbridge  Ltd.. 

There  have  been  d.elays  of  up  to  4 weeks  in  emptying  cesspools 
due  to  the  heavy  demands  made  on  this  service  in  the  Swan  Lane  area . 

On  the  Leafield  Estate  in  particular,  due  to  the  waterlogged  condition 
of  the  ground,  cesspools  fill  very  quickly  and  need  to  be  emptied 
very  frequently. 

No  separate  charge  is  levied  for  this  service. 

The  Council  have  placed  an  order  for  the  supply  of  one  1,200 
gallon  emptier  which  should  give  a more  efficient  service  than  that 
provided  by  the  75®  gallon  emptier  yrhich  is  now  20  years  old.

6.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Fortnightly  kerbside  collection  of  dustbins  was  undertaken  by 
direct  labour  using  one  Bedford  7 cu.  yd.  side  loader  and  one  Austin 
12/20  cu.  yd.  rear  loader.  Some  overtime  was  worked  during  the  year 
and  difficulties  arose  during  Public  Holiday  periods. 

The  two  existing  vehicles  were  worked  to  capacity  and  with  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  new  properties  in  the  District  it  will  soon 
be  necessary  to  dispose  of  the  Bedford  vehicle,  which  is  now  10  years 
old  and  purchase  a second  large  vehicle. 

As  reported  last  year  an  ever  increasing  number  of  requests  was 
received  from  aged  and  infirm  persons  to  have  the  refuse  collected  from 
the  rear  of  their  premises.  A lot  of  ratepayers  found  that  it  was 
difficult  to  store  refuse  over  a fortnight  and  it  may  be  necessary  in 
the  near  future  to  provide  a weekly  collection.  The  trend  is  for  new 
properties  to  have  very  small  gardens  and  only  one  open  fireplace 
and  it  is  often  difficult  to  dispose  of  surplus  refuse  by  incineration. 


Only  the  one  refuse  tip  at  Blind  House  Lane,  Stanford  was  in 
use,  "but  planning  permission  was  obtained  to  fill  the  disused  quarry 
at  Berwick  Lane,  Lynpne.  Tho  conditions  imposed  with  this  permission 
are  very  stringent  and  it  will  prove  to  be  very  expensive  to  comply 
with  them. 

Salvage 

48  tons  10  cwt.  of  mixed  unbaled  wastepaper  and  8 tons  19  cuts, 
of  scrapmetal  and  rags  were  salvaged  and  sold  during  the  year.  The 
tota.1  revenue  from  slavaged  materials  was  £3&4.  4s.  Od.  an  increase 
of  £156.  17s.  Od.  over  last  year*.
